crops were still looking fairly good 
but the ground was dry at the top so 
that shallowly placed kernels and 


many late seedings were germinating 
indifferently if at all. Even the early 
sowings were beginning to need rain 
while meadows and lawns showed the 
need of it more decidedly. Happily, 
the change came in time, bringing the 
May precipitation up to 1.25" as com- 
pared with 1.54" for the average of 
eighteen preceeding May's. The April 
and-May total was 1.59" as compared 
with a corresponding long-term ave- 
rage of 2.31". 

Mean temperature was 52.09 com- 
pared with 48.27 for eighteen preced- 
ing May's, this being the third-highest 
May record. Maximum reading for 
the month was 81.9 and the minimum 
was 31.0 on the seventh. At the 
slough the lowest for the month was 
21 on the seventh and twenty-second, 
Sunshine was 268.6 hours as compare 
with an average for eleven preceding 
May's of 262.8.

Ten-Year-Old Silage 

In tearing down at the end of May, 
1934, an old stave silo which had been 
last filled in 1925, having then a rem- 
nant of unused silage of still earlier 
vintage in the bottom, it was surpris- 
ing to find that the four-foot depth 
of old material contained quite a pro- 
portion of still edible material. When 
last fed from in the spring of 1926 
the stock was insufficient to lower the 
surface uniformly at a rate sufficient 
to keep the silage good in warm wea- 
ther so the herdsman dug a_ hole, 
feeding from part of the diameter only. 
This was confidently expected to 1¢- 
sult in complete spoilage of the re- 
mainder and as few cattle were kept 
for some years afterwards the silo was 
not refilled nor were the contents 
even examined. It now appears that! 
six or eight tons of silage nine, ten or 
perhaps eleven years old were need- 
lessly wasted. While perhaps 20 per)

Wild Oats 


To rid the land of wild oats I was | 
thinking of double-disking in the 
spring and when the wild oats get 
started plowing them under and sow- 
ing green feed, then, if the wild oats 
came faster than the green feed, plow- 
ing the whole thing down and cul- 
tivating again so that if any more 
came they would be frozen in the late 
fall, What is the best method? B.M., 
Wanham, Alt. 

Ans.: While there is some merit in 
the proposed plan, it would probably 
prove rather less successful than a 
bare fallow in exterminating wild oats, 
It would be unfortunate if the green- 
feed crop had to be #ac rificed, It 
should, however, be possible to take 
off a crop of green feed without let- 
ting the wild oats go to seed, in which 
case considerable value would be 
realized, The crop should be cut when 
the oats are in blossom, since it ie 
but a short time after wild oats bloom 
until a few of the seeds reac h a point 
where they will grow if given a 
chance. The chances of cleaning up 
the land would probably be better if 
the green feed were put into a sllage 
stack, as recently detailed in this 
column, 

We should not bank too positively 
upon all autumn-sprouted wild oats 
being winter-killed, In 4 year when 
snow came deep and early we have 
even had Reward spring wheat winter 
over and produce heads.

SHELTER BELT INFORMATION 


In the assistance given by the Do- 
minion Department of Agriculture to 
prairie farmers in planting tree shelter 
belts, it has been found that appli- 
cants living at a distance or where an 
inspector has been unable to make a 
visit have not given sufficient or clear 
enough information to enable the 
Forest Service to figure out the re- 
quired number of trees, In many in- 
stances the full length and breadth of 
the land prepared for planting the 
shelter belts have not been given, and 
the position and distance of the per- 
manent buildings from the proposed 
belt have been frequently omitted, To 
rectify this, a short circular has been 
issued on how to make a sketch of the 
proposed shelter belt by the Superin- 
tendent of the Forest Nursery Station, 


Indian Head, Sask. It is important 
when an applicant sends a rough 
sketch to the Station at Indlan Head 


or to the Station at Sutherland, Sask., 
that the mesurements must be shown, 
both length and breadth, of all ground 
ready for planting; also the distance 
between the inside of the proposed 
helt and any permanent buildings, and 
the position of any existing planta- 
tions or belts of trees, The measure- 
ments should be given in yards, not in 
roda or feet,
